The names 
of the four 


veterans hurled In Oak Hill cemetery 
are Justus Wheeler, Jos. Spaldlng, 
William Holms, all of whom fought 
n the war of 1812 and Robert Wil- 
liams, who took part In the Mexican 
war. 
Most of these men were well 


known In Rock county In earlier days 


Justus Wheeler, some 
of 
whose 


children are now living In Janesvlllo 
was born at Landsborough, Mass., 
In the year 1783. and was of Welch 
decent. 
He died In 
1872. 
Justus 


Wheeler enlisted from Massachusetts 
In the war of 1812 with Samuel Le- 
land, who afterwards lived here. Mr. 
Wheeler came west In 1840 and set- 
tled on what Is now known as the 
McClellan farm. 
Ho graduated from 


the first class of Williams college and 
was the first president of the Rock 
County Agricultural Society. 
After 


graduating from college, Mr. Wheeler 
was admitted to the bar. 
He was 


one of the organizers of the First 
Methodist church In this city. 


Several old residents 
who 
knew 


Justus Wheeler also remembers Rob- 
ert Williams, for many years a black- 
smith In this city. 
Robert Williams 


enlisted In the 
Mexican war from 


Troy. N. Y. 
He served through nil 


the war as an artillery private, was 
under General Wlnfleld 
Scott, and 


took part In the storming of the cap- 
ital of Mexico, the battles of Mon- 
terey and Chaputepec. at the latter 
his 
foot 
was crushed by a bomb. 


Bob Williams was one of the first 
settlers here, coming In 1842. 
He 


did the repair work on the old stages 
tnat 
were 
run between Mineral 


Point and Milwaukee. 


William Holmes served In the war 


of 1S12. afterwards settling In Janes 
vllle. 
He was born In the state of 


Ohio. 
For n number 
of years he 


lived on what Is now known ns the 
Woodruff farm. 


Joslah Spaldlng was In the war of 


1812 Inter coming to Janesville. He 
lived a retired 
life In the Fourth

These mosques and sanctuaries of 
Morocco are all forbidden ground tci 
the Christian, nnd the traveler must 
rest content with a view of the out- 
Bide and a glimpse through the open 
doors; hut the mosque of Htl Aliian 
boasts an exterior 
more 
decorated 


than Is usually the case, nnd on both 
sides of the street there Is a great 
deal of beautiful old plaster work and 
mosaic of tiles. Th« wood carving ol 
the projecting beams and the brack- 
ets that support them Is'very line of 
design and execution. 


The' bazaars of Fez are not as pic- 


turesque as those of Cairo, for they 
cover a much smaller area of ground, 
nor are the surrounding buildings to 
be compared with those of the capital 
of Kgypt. There are no tall minarets, 
no great striped mosques with deco- 
rated 
domes, no trelllscd windows 


overhandlng'thestrcets In the ha/.aars 
of Fez. The Fez bazaars are for tho 
native, and not 
for thu 
European; 


and there probably Is not a single 
man in any one of thorn who speaks 
a syllable of any language except 
Arabic. 


Passing 
down the 
"Attarln," 
a 


glimpse through the door of the sanc- 
tuary of Mulal Idrls can be obtained, 
but It must only be n hurried 
one, 


for so holy are tho precincts that tho 
crowd will probably hustle any Chris- 
tian who stops to look In. Dut the 
peep Is sninclent to give an Idea of 
what lies beyond, for one sees a pic- 
ture of 
dazzling 
color—gorgeously 


painted carved 
wood, 
mosaics 
of 


tiles of every hue, delicate plaster 
work, a marble and tile lloor und a 
fountain splashing In Its hnsln. 
It Is 


only a little courtyard—but the most 
famous and skilled of workmen have 
been employed In 
Its 
decoration, 


which makes the 
tomb, and 
more, 


especially this outer court, perfect 
gems of Moorish art. 
Within every- 


thing Is on thu same scale of 
gor- 


geousness, from the wonderful carved 
and pointed roof to the velvet cover- 
Ing of 
the sarcophagus of the 
the 


Kalnt and tho rich draperies 
that 


cover the walls. 


A profusion of lamps, lanterns and 


Slans 
chandeliers 
hang from 
tho 


dome, detracting not n little from the 
whole, though when Illuminated, tho 
effect must he astounding. The tomb 
of Mulal Idrls II., at Fez. and that of 
his father, Mulal 
Idrls I.. !n 
tho 


Ins Into tlia courtyard with Its grand 
arch, Its panels of rich tiling and its 
wonderful overhanging roof of Hot 
npou tier of carved wood. Is perhaps 
the best In all Morocco. Delicate as 
Is tho detail of all the work, Its line- 
ness does not detract from the whole, 
and the effect H heightened by the 
•tall; gray, yellow walls that rise In 
absolute simplicity above and around 
this 
most 
beautiful 
specimen 
ol 


architecture. 
Particularly good are 


the delicately carved wooden brack- 
ets, n-lth their little pillars that sup 
port the heavy, beams of 
the hood 


over the gateway, and the panels ol 
Inlaid tllework that are stink Into the 
recesses of the plaster. Un the right, 
as one faces the arch, Is a drinking 
fountain, almost u rcplicn in minia- 
ture of tho grand old gateway Itself.

Where Diamonds Are Found. 


From seven diamonds weighing from 


two to twenty-one karats that have 
been picked up In Wisconsin and ad- 
joining states. Prof. William H. Hobhs 
traces the diamond fields of North 
America to the volcanic region of the 
Canadian wilderness south of Hudson 
bay. 
The only known matrix of tho 


diamond Is the black shale—or "bluo 
ground"—around the necks of burned 
out volcanos.
